..leans nothing to the person who is 
not in close touch with such matters 
and so at the first thought the state- 
ment that a schooner like the Pies- 
cott Palmer, which was launched at 
Bath, Me., last week for a Boston 
man, 
spreads 10,000 yards oi canvas, 


dots not seem anything very great 


But it is a great fact, and include0 


in the statement the immense wind 
surface ol the sails; the great weijjh' 
HI raise and lower; the added weight 
when 
they are wet, and the groat 


strain 
which must, of necessity be 


brought on the hull of the 
vessel 


when tho sails are set; and that in 
turn suggests how 
strongly 
built 


must be a big schooner in order to 
stand the strains to which it is sub- 
jected. 


It is interesting, therefore, to any

Drug Reporter of Dec. 28, the lead 
trust has for a great while been selling 
lead abroad for about 2 cents pet- 
pound lowor than to the domestic 
trade. As the price here has been 
about 4 cents, the export price must 
ha\e been about 2 cents per pound. 
The' Import duty which The Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter thinks is "absurdly 
high" is 2% cents per pound. It. is this 
duty which prevents Americans fn>m 
getting lead at about the same price 
paid by foreigners to our own dear in- 
fant lead trust. It is this duty which 
takes 2 cents out of the lean pockets of 
American consumers for every pound 
of lead sold and puts them into the fat 
pockets of the trust magnates. It is 
this duty which doubles the cost of 
lead to the hundreds of industries for 
which it is a raw material and handi- 
caps them In competition with similar 
foreign industries which get lead of 
the same manufacturers. 


The lead industry Is not an exccp 


tion. All of the protected trusts that 
are doiug an export business—and most 
of them are boasting of their export 
trade—are charging from 20 to 100 per 
cent more to Americans than to for- 
eigners. The typewriter trust, which 
has for years maintained tho price of 
$100 for Its standard machines iu 
American markets, has always sold 
thorn for $73 or less to foreigners. 
At 


present it is getting but $00 for its ex- 
ported machines. 


Steel rails, steel billets, structural 


steel and other similar steel goods are 
almost Invariably sold for export nfc. 
from $5 to .$20 per ton less than at 
home. The duty of $7.84 or more per 
ton protects the trusts in this infa- 
mous business, and the American peo- 
ple vote for the party that makes the 
duty that protects the trusts that plun-' 
^der the people. The tin plate trust, 
Vhich has cost us considerable mora 
than $100,000,000 during the last ten 
years, is now selling tin plate to ex- 
porting manufacturers ut a dollar pe>r 
box of 100 pounds below the price to 
the ordinary trade. The price to Amer- 
icans is kept about $1.50 per bo>. (the 
amount of the duty) aboye the price of 
foreign plates. The American con- 
sumer pays the duty (to the trust), and 
the forcigu consumer gets the beueiit 
of American competition iu the world's 
markets. 


Protection is a lovely scheme as seen 


by the protected trust or the forcigu 
consumer. There are 70,000,000 Amer- 
icans who do not share in the blessings 
of protection unless they enjoy hear- 
ing tho manufacturers slug praises to 
protection and seeing them dance 
around the protection fetich. 
In this 


case those who dance do not pay the 
fiddler. 
The overfed manufacturers 


dance to their hearts' content whilo 
75,000,000 chumps put their hands in 
their pockets and pay the fiddler. And 
what a dear fiddler is protection! On 
sugar alouc, according to recent esti- 
mates by tho sugar people themselves, 
we pay $100,000,000 a year because of 
the duty. Two hundred million dollars 
more can be added because of the du- 
ties ou iron, steel and wool. Five hun- 
dred million dollars a year is a small 
estimate of the cost to us of this tid-'. 
dler. TVill we never Tire of bis rtmsiei 
and his bills?

DEPLORABLE PLIGHT OF A ONCE 


GREAT POLITICAL PARTY. 


The Department of Commerce. 


As originally introduced by Senator 


Nelson of Minnesota the bill for the 
establishment of a new department of 
commerce proposed to gather under 
one head the following bureaus, com- 
missions, boards and Jurisdictions: 


From the trpasury department: The 


lite saving cervice; the lighthouse board; 
tlu llghthouio bcrvlce; the marine hos- 
pltJl ser\lce; the steamboat Inspection 
service; the bureau of navigation, the 
UniU'd States, shipping cornmib&ioners; the 
bureau of immlj^ratlon; thu bureau of sta- 
tNt'cs; the coast and geodetic survey; 
Jurisdiction over Chinese Immigration and 
over the t'ur. beal, sulmou and other flsh- 
erie*, in Al >t,ha. 


From tho Interior department: The cen- 
sus office; the patent office, the geological 
burvty. 


Fiom the stute department: The bureau 


of foreign commorfi*. 


From elsewhere: The department of la- 


bor; the commission of flsh and fl&henes. 


A new bureau of manufactures is cre- 


ated for this department. This, with 
the other organizations and jurisdic- 
tion nnmcd above1, constituted, or was 
Intended to constitute, the new depart- 
ment, which is charged generally with 
the duty of fostering and promoting 
foreign and domestic commerce, the 
mining, manufacturing, shipping'-and 
fishing industries, the labor interests, 
and the transportation facilities of the 
United States. 
The interstate com- 


merce committee, which would appear 
by analogy to belong to the new juris- 
diction, was not made a part of it in 
the original bill, but it Is proposed to 
add it by a pending amendment. 


There seems to, be no especial oppo 


eition in the senate to the creation ot 
a new department, but nearly every 
feature of the bill has developed ad- 
verse criticism, and there has been 
much pruning of its branches. By sue 
cessive amendments the coast and geo 
detic survey was restored to the treas-

The very first effort was to seize on 
the supposed popular discontent witb 
the administration's treatment of CJcu- 
eral McClellan. 
Next the parly fol- 


lowed the "Liberal Republican" move- 
ment off into the swamps and indorsed 
tho nomination of Horace Greeley. 
made by a few discontented Republic- 
ans. Since then it has been searching 
for a leader. It came pretty near find- 
ing one in Tilden, but it discovered him 
too late in life, and just about the time 
ho had become strong enough to accom- 
plish something he died. Again the 
party was a riderless horse until Cleve- 
land came up. 
Notwithstanding the 


unwisdom of his extreme policies, the 
party, clung to him in want of some- 
thing better until his first great fad 
was put into practical operation by the 
passage of the Wilson-Gorman tariff 
bill, and the industrial smash of 1894 
followed.

In and about the mines are foreigu 
born, and many of them have no 
knowledge of the English language or 
the laws under which they are work- 
ing. Copies of the laws as translated 
are being distributed to the secretaries 
of the three United Mine Workers' dis- 
tricts iq the anthracite region and sent 
by these official? to the officers of tbe 
local lodges.

•umed the presidency of Mount Hoi- 
yoke college. In Massachusetts, at the

woman college president in the world. 
Few -women have bad a more thorough 
teourse of educational training than has 
Miss Wooley. She took a preparatory 
course of study in the high schools of 
Providence 
and Meaton seminary. 


Then she graduated from Brown and 
Amherst colleges, •winning laurels in 
every study. She entered Brown •uni- 
versity in 1801, when the question of 
co-education was being agitated, and 
,was one of the first two women to re- 
ceive its degree of B. A. 
' During her postgraduate course at 
Brown she made a special study of his-

tory. She aifco demoted a large part of 
her time to languages— L-itln, Greek, 
Hebrew and German— in which she re 
oeived tbe degree of LIU.

of Wellesley faculty, being the head of 
the department of Biblical history and 
literature. 
When nt Wi'llebley, she 


took an important part in the adininib 
tration of college affairs. 


Miss Wooley was a pioneer in profit- 


ing by the opening of the colleges for 
the higher education of women and in 
her OTTO person has demonstrated the 
success of this movement 
. Sbe has always endeavored by hor 
jwork and literary efforts to promote 
advanced education for her sex at 
borne and aboad and to that end is ono 
of the most Important members of the 
Rhode Island Society For collegiate 
Education For Women.

Few people know Mark outside of 


h?s role of the humorist, but the Hart- 
ford celebrity is a many sided man, 
his ability extending from literature 
c»-\ en "" unto suspenders and shoulder 
straps. 


Twain Js the versatile genius, the 


Connecticut Yankee, but his literary 
reputation threatens to o\ershadow 
his fame as an Inventor. Yet Mr. Clem- 
ens is the possessor of three patents, 
all duly recorded at the patent office 
in Washington. A patent was Issed In 
1871 in his name for "an improvement 
in adjustable and detachable straps 
for garments." 
This patent strap is 


the buckle strap commonly used at 
the back of waistcoats and trousers, 
but t,o made as to button on instead of 
being sewed to the garment. What 
the advantages of such a strap are 
people are expected to find out> for 
theniseUes, for Mark dismisses the 
question by saying thai they are "so 
obvious that they need no explana- 
tion." 


Ills second patent was granted two 


jeais later and was for the Mark 
Twain scrapbook. 
Tbe majority of 


persons Mho use these scrapbooks im- 
agine that the name was given to the 
aitlcle in the same manner that the 
name of a prominent man is bestowed 
upon a brand of cigars, but the scrap- 
•book was the veritable imention of 
Mr Clemens 
He had this scrapboo't 


patented In England, Trance and the 
United States, and it is the most suc- 
cessful of his inventions. 


The third invention of the creator of 


Huckleberry Finn was far more elabo- 
rate than either of the others. It is de- 
scribed as a game apparatus. There 
are two cards, one known as the um- 
pire's chart and the other as tlio play- 
er's chait. These cards are ruled off 
for writing the numbers of a series of 
years. Opposite each date is a small 
hole. The plnjer announces that ho 
will stick a pin In a certain year and 
R-he some event which happened in 
that j ear. He mentions the event, and 
the umpire decides whether he is light 
or not. If he Is, he is allowed to stick 
the pin in the hole opposite the date. 
"In this manner," says the inventor, 
"the game is played until one player 
has placed a certain number of pins 
In the holes of his chart." It will be 
seen that these inventions of Maik 
Twain co-ser a wide range of human 
effort, extending, n's they do, from the 
solemn matter of trouseis straps to" the 
joyful game of historic dates.—Hart- 
ford Globe.

Seventy-one years ago there were but

In the last thirty yeara 
the mileage has quadrupled In 1§JJ3 
the number of tons of freight carried 
one mile was 39,000.000,000 
Last year 


the number was 141,000.000,000. At 
the same time freight rates have de- , 
creased from 1.3 cents per ton a mil£i 
in 1S87 to 75-100 cents in 1900. The- 
evolution of the railroads both In mile-, 
age and management is
